POTATO CULTURE, 


Things Worth Knowin;—Resu ts of Three 
Seusoi es’ LX cerimen.s. 


According to the fourth and latest 
of its interesting reports on — ex- 
periments in the tillage of potatoes, 
the Cornell (N.Y.) station has ar- 
rived at the following conclusions: 

Intensive tillage alone is not 
swilicient to produce a large — yield 
of potatoes. ‘The soil upon which 
the potatoes are grown should — be 
properly supplied with humus if 
moisture is to be conserved through 
a drought. 

On a soil well supplied with — hu- 
mus the moisture may be conserved 
even through a severe drought and 
a fair crop of potatoes produced, 

Spraying with bordeaux mixture 


in nearly every case has increased 
the yield of potatoes even — when 
blight haus not been prevalent, The 


practice should become more gen- 


Hlarrowing potato land after pota- 
are planted and before the 
plants are above ground is a wise 
practice, 

Intensive tillage may be overdone. 
During a drought only so much till- 


age is necessary as shall keep 
the surface mulch loose and 
thoroughly dry. ‘Phe drier the 


surface layer of soil the more slowly 
will moisture be absorbed by it 
from the livers of subsurface soil. 

Spraying with bordeaux mixture 
should be done thoroughly. 

Pruning potato vines to one main 
stem was not beneficial. 

Potato machinery, while not yet 
perfected, has reached such a degree 
of perfection that where potatoes are 


grown upon any considerable area 
special potato machinery should be 
provided Tinplements should he 


purchased which are found adapted 
to the local conditions. 

There is no royal road to success 
with potatoes Methods of — pro- 
cedure which are applicable during 
one season must be modified to meet 
the requirements of another season. 
Treatment of soil might be radical- 


ly wrong when applied to another 
soil. Suceess will only be attained 
by trorough familiarity with the 


plant and its habits of growth, and 
then conditions must be made to 
meet as completely as possible the 
requirements of the plant. 


A FARM ICE-HOUSE. 


A Small, [nexpens ve Building That Will 
Mield a Geod Supply. 

At very little expense an icehouse 

can be constructed that will hold 

and keep well all the ice needed for 


any farmer's family. We are using 
a sinall, cheap building that keeps 
the ice as well as one we built 
twenty years ago that cost four 
times as much, says a Rural New 
Yorker correspondent. Some farm- 
ers have an idea that they must 


forego this luxury, when almost any

kind of a shed will preserve the ice 


very wel, provided it is properly 
packed. Our present icchouse is 
built as cheaply as possible and 
took less than a day's work in con- 
struction. The figure shows the 
plan of the framework, We — used 


white oak poles set inte the ground 
about two feet, Some cheap hard- 
wood bill stuff of 2 by 4 and 
6 pieces were used for plates, nail 
ties, braces and rafters, A fair 
grade of pine stock boards 12 in- 
ches wide was used for siding. The 
siding Was nailed on the inside of 
the poles horizontally, better to re- 
lateral pressure from the pack- 
ed ice and sawdust. A better grade 
of stock boards one foot wide furn- 
ished a good roof. Such a board 
ruof should be made quite steep to 
shed water and, with kerfs cut on 
each edge, makes alinost a Perfect 
roof,

boards should be dressed on their 
upper surface, and the kerfs should 
be cut at least three-fourths of an 
inch from each edge The mill op- 
erator sets the buzzsaw out of line 
on the mandrel shaft just right to 
make a half-inch wabble.

roof boards on cach edge, outside the 
kerfs, and drive one nail in the cen 
tre of the board Our icchouse cost

COWS FOR THE DAIRYMAN. 


Highest Profits Invariably Come 
Irom Pure Dairy Bred Cattle, 

At the recent convention of the Iowa 
State Dairy association ex-Governor 
Hoard of Wisconsin made one of his 
masterly offhand addresses, 

In his opinion Iowa farmers are fool- 
ish in feeding the wrong kind of feed 
to the wrong kind of cows. He relat- 
ed how he had employed a man to visit 
100 creamery patrons, see what kind of 
cows each kept, what they fed and the

cost and find from the creamery books 


how much milk each furnished. It 
was found that thirty-five of these 100 
farmers milked their cows at an actual 
loss and that every one of these losing 
herds consisted of dual purpose cows. 

“The reason for this,” he said, “is ig- 
norance and nothing else.’ The farm- 
er was trying to dairy without cows 
suited to dairy performance, and he 
fed foods not suited to the production 
of milk, The highest profits in every 
case came from the herds which were 
dairy bred and dairy fed. They had 
dairy form and aptitude and food con- 
taining a sufficiency of protein. 

Mr. Hoard’s main contention {gs that 
the patron is in the rear. The creams 
erymen and the creameries are reason. 
ably up to date, but the patron has not 
progressed. He is in the rear, and so 
long as this is the case no satisfactory 
progress can be made, for po creamery 
can prosper without milk fagmr-prosper- 
ous patrons, and they cannot prosper if 
the milk pays little or no profit. 


Care of the Dairy Cow. 

While we believe in selecting for the 
dairy cows that are of what is called 
the dairy type, so often described and, 
we tre sorry to say, variously describ- 
ed by the many writers, we must take 
exceptions to the ideas of some writers 
who place too much stress upon the 
importance of these points, There ig 
occasion to observe the individuality 
of the animal, which we think depends 
very much upon the care given her as 
a calf and a heifer. If she has been 
bred as a dairy cow either for produc. 
tion of milk or butter, she should alsa 
have been fed for the same purpose 
almost from the time the calf is drop- 
ped until it reaches the dealer or the 
dairyman, Any lapse in feeding is al- 
most as bad for the usefulness in the 
dairy as an outcross in breeding. Per- 
haps we might say that it 1s worse, for 
we would expect to make a good dairy, 
cow from a fairly well bred grade anli- 
mal that had been properly fed up to 
and during the time she was fresh 
with her first calf than from one of the 
best breed that had been unduly fat- 
tened or starved during the first three 
years of her lice. 


Feeding Dairy Cattle. 

Always feed at regular hours. To 
stand watching and waiting for food 
that should have been ready before is 
conducive only to worry, and that does 
not make milk or put on fat, says 
American Cultivator. Feed no more 
than can be eaten, and if any is left 
clean the troughs or mangers as soon 
a8 the cows seem to have had enough. 
In the short days of winter two good 
feeds a day have been found better 
than three. Do not feed before day- 
light or after dark and do not disturb 
thein during the night unless the barn 
is on fire, hey will be the better for a 
carding and brushing every day, not 
only for cleanliness’ sake, but it puts 
the blood in circulation and invigo- 
rates them, Always treat them kindly 
and gently, because kindness is a good 
investment. Follow these rules, and 
there will be but little use for veterl-

FLOWER AND TREE. 


A single leaf of the orange tree care- 
fully planted will often take root and 
grow. 

Rosin and tallow in equal parts 
make an excellent covering for wounds 
in fruit trees. 

“Belting” a tree—that fs, killing it by 
destroying the bark in a circle around 
the trunk—injures {t for lumber. 

In transplanting trees all roots that 
have become brulsed or broken should 
be cut clean away behind the broken 
part. 

A pan of water kept steaming in the 
stove will keep the atmosphere in good 
condition for the growth of house 
plants during the winter. 

Trees should always be trimmed 
when young and growing in such a 


for cutting off large limbs. 

Wood mold, provided it Is fine and 
free from roots and sticks, with the 
addition of a little well rotted compost, 
makes a splendid soil for the pots or 
boxes in which to grow the house 
plants in winter. 

Orchards generally produce full crops 
only every other year, This is because 
the full crop of one year so exhausts 
the fruit producing qualities of the 
soil that it is not able to make a full 
crop the next year,
